CESD very pleased with exam results

Chinook’s Edge School 
Divison (CESD) announces 
improved scores on the 2003- 
2004 provincial exam results. 

“We continue to be a leader 
of Alberta school divisions, 
when it comes to improving stu¬ 
dent learning,” said Jim Gib¬ 
bons, superintendent, CESD. 
“The exam results are a credit 
to the students, as well as to 
our dedicated staff who are 
working together to see that 
students succeed. We also 
thank parents and members of 
the community who provide 
critical support.” 

Eight out of every 10 


Achievement Exam subjects 
were at or above the acceptable 
average level. In three out of 
nine Diploma Exam subjects, 
CESD students were at or above 
the acceptable level. Achieve¬ 
ment exams are given to stu¬ 
dents in grades three, six and 
nine. Diploma exams are given 
in grade 12. 

"We are especially pleased 
with our math results in grades 
three, six and nine and in Ap¬ 
plied Math,” said Dot 
Negropontes, assistant super¬ 
intendent, CESD. “We’ve had 
math as a core focus in profes¬ 
sional development both at the 
division and school levels. The 
continuous, steady improve¬ 


ment over a period of years 
shows this emphasis is effec¬ 
tive.” 

Provincially, participation 
rates in these Achievement ex¬ 
ams were significantly above 
average. 

“That is important because 
it shows Chinook’s Edge in¬ 
cludes all students in the test¬ 
ing process regardless of their 
abilities,” said Gibbons. “We 
want to get an accurate picture 
of what is happening with all of 
our students.” 

Gibbons went on to say the 
division will he taking a close 
look at diploma exam results. 

“We are committed to a thor¬ 
ough analysis and that will en¬ 


able us to move forward,” said 
Gibbons. “We look at the data 
and use that as a basis for ac¬ 
tion.” 

A recent study by the So¬ 
ciety for Advancement of 
Excellence in Education sin¬ 
gled out CESD as one of the 
top four Alberta Boards for 
improving student learn¬ 
ing. 

“Change takes time,” 
said Gibbons. “As we con¬ 
tinue to see the trends of 
improvement in our 
achievement exam results, 
it means those students 
will be more prepared for 
high school.” 

Gibbons said the division 


is excited about a number of 
initiatives that will improve 
student learning, including 
a new one at the grade seven 
to 12 level, on assessment. 
Assessment helps educators 
determine if a student is 
mastering the curriculum. 
Teachers from nine 
Chinook’s Edge schools met 
in late August, and will con¬ 
tinue working throughout 
the year. 

“This type of initiative is 
what makes Chinook's Edge 
such a great place for students,” 
said Gibbons. “Educators are 
truly focused on what’s best for 
the students, and they show it 
in the work they do.”

The Calgary Health Region 
announced a new technology 
that will help some Albertans, 
with certain types of inoper¬ 
able tumors and other neuro¬ 
logical abnormalities, be 
treated with Novalis Shaped 
Beam Surgery. This technol¬ 
ogy will offer non-invasive, 
state of the art cancer treat¬ 
ment to patients with cancer¬ 
ous and non-cancerous 
tumors in the brain, spine, 
prostate, liver and lung. 

The Tom Baker Cancer 
Centre, in Calgary, will be the 
first Centre in Canada to of¬ 
fer this new technology. 

“Radiosurgery describes 
the method of using a large 
dose of highly precise radia¬ 
tion to kill cancerous or non 
cancerous cells,” said Dr. Pe¬ 
ter Craighead, Medical direc¬ 
tor of the Alberta Radiosur¬ 
gery Centre. “Novalis Shaped 
Beam Surgery gives us a way 
to precisely target tumors in 
sensitive areas, lessening the 
risk of damaging areas that 
control important memory, 
emotion, speech and muscle 
movement.” 

Traditional surgery some¬ 
times requires intensive care 
after the operation and long 
recovery times. With Novalis 
technology, patients can be 
treated in a fast, painless way 
that enables them to quickly 
return to their daily routine. 

“We are proud to be the first 
site in Canada to get this tech¬ 
nology manufactured by 
Brainlab. Thanks to the sup¬ 
port of the strong partnership 
between the Alberta Cancer 
Board, Calgary health Re¬ 
gion, the Calgary Health 
Trust and donors, Calgary 
will also become a Centre of 
Excellence for Radiosurgery,” 
said Dr. Rajiv Midha, Division 
Head Neurosurgery, CHR. 

The Calgary Health Trust 
is raising $4 million to pur¬ 
chase the technology. 

“Bringing advanced cancer 
technology to patients is a top 
priority,” said explains Dr. 
Tony Feilds, Acting CEO Al¬ 
berta Cancer Board. “This 
technology, combined with the 
expertise of our cancer care 
specialists will significantly 
expand the level of care we can 
provide to cancer patients 
across Alberta.”

Two term school board trustee won’t 

seek re-election

Two term, and much re¬ 
spected Chinook’s Edge School 
Division (CESD) Trustee for 
Ward 9, Ian Taylor will not be 
seeking a third term in office. 

The main reason Taylor 
won’t be tossing his hat into the 
political ring was because of 
boundary changes, which 
moves him into the Didsbury 
riding. 

Taylor for the past two terms 
(or six years) has represented 
the residents and students of 
Cremona, Carstairs, and Mid¬ 
way. 

Taylor chaired a boundary 
review committee, which put 
himself in a different riding. 

“We re-did the boundaries so 
that they made more sense. I am 
hoping this next election it will 
make it easier for people to 
vote,” Taylor said. 

Prior to the boundary 
changes Taylor was not only 
representing Cremona, 
Carstairs, and Midway students 

- but he was also the repre¬ 
sentative for some southern 
Didsbury residents. 

The new boundaries now 
puts the trustee more in line 
with the schools. 

So, now if your son or daugh¬ 
ter attends school in Didsbury, 
your trustee will be from the 
Didsbury area. 

Education has always been a 
very important topic that was 
near and dear to Taylor’s heart, 
as he is a retired school teacher 

- making his interest in run¬ 
ning for school board self ex¬ 


planatory, . 

Taylor was an educator for a 
number of years starting his 
teaching career off in England, 
where he was raised, before mov¬ 
ing to Canada. 

Once he moved to Canada, he 
eventually landed himself a po¬ 
sition as shop teacher at Hugh 
Sutherland School (HSS) in 
Carstairs, and finished off his 
career at a school in Didsbury. 

From 1981 to 1996 Taylor 
taught in Didsbury, where he 
retired from his principal posi¬ 
tion to only take one year off be¬ 
fore running for school board. 

In the year between his re¬ 
tirement and his decision to seek 
office, Taylor started up a 
homebased business where he 
builds furniture. 

The main reason why Taylor 
decided to toss his hat into the 
political ring was because he 
wanted to see some changes take 
place. 

“I was really annoyed with 
the way things had been going 
and in the direction they had 
been going on in the past,” he 
said. Being a Principal for a 
number of years Taylor knew, for 
the most part, the inner work¬ 
ings of how a school board oper¬ 
ated and worked. 

“I had a good understanding 
of how things worked and the 
role of a trustee. I probably felt 
more confident than the average 
citizen in having that knowl¬ 
edge,” Taylor said. 

Taylor says that when he was 
seeking election, he did receive 
some negative comments to¬ 
wards his decision to seek office. 


“As a retired teacher, some 
thought I was going to push the 
interests of the teachers,” he 
said. 

Now having sat on the board 
for six years, Taylor says he looks 
at things from a different per¬ 
spective now. 

“It has changed my outlook 
on things. When you become 
elected, you have a different 
boss - the taxpayers,” Taylor 
said. One of the hardest things 
that was required when Taylor 
took office, but one he is proud 
of, was earning the respect of his 
fellow trustees. 

“The first thing I did when I 
took office was to try to gain the 
trust and respect of the other 
trustees. If you can do this, it’s 
easier to pursuade the Board 
when you are trying to push 
something through, because 
they will actually listen to you,” 
he said. “All together, I believe 
we have been a functional 
board. I felt I established cred¬ 
ibility with other trustees... You 
have to learn how to get your 
way in a persuasive way. Your 
people skills become essential.” 

Practical Arts push 

Being a shop teacher at heart 
Taylor has always pushed for 
practical arts and trying to make 
the board realize the impor¬ 
tance of the subject. 

“I pushed the board to get 
more money put into the prac¬ 
tical arts because it had really 
been neglected,” Taylor said. 
“There is still a tremendous 
value in them.” 

CESD, being the largest 
‘truly rural’ school division - 


Taylor and the board as a whole 
have been busy. 

Taylor says that at times he 
has put his neck on the line and 
really pushed for parents and 
programs that might not have 
been favoured by the majority of 
the board. 

“I have really tried to fight for 
the underdog,” he said. “But, I 
believe this is a trustees role - 
to speak up for the little guy.” 

With CESD being so large - 
stretching as far south as 
Carstairs and going as far north 
as Sylvan Lake, and even one 
school within the City of Red 
Deer, trustees on CESD board 
become more relied upon. 

“When you have a division, 
like CESD, that is so spread out, 
you get to rely a lot more heav¬ 
ily on the trustee. Trustees in 
rural school divisions carry a lot 
more importance to the commu¬ 
nity.” 

Taylor says he decided not to 
try to seek re-election in the 
Didsbury riding as he has confi¬ 
dence in Roy Brassard, who 
sought re-election - and was, ac¬ 
tually acclaimed. 

“I think Roy will be a good 
rep. He has been a tremendous 
asset to the board and I have a 
lot of respect for him,” Taylor 
said. 

Taylor admits that he will 
miss his seat on the Board. 

“I am kind of sad. When you 
have done something for six 
years and leaving a group of peo¬ 
ple, of course you are going to be 
a little sad. But, you never 
know... I may try again in the 
future,” Taylor said. 

Taylor believes that one can 
tell when they are still inter¬ 
ested in political office, or not. 

“You can tell you’re still do¬ 
ing a good job if you are still able 
to get excited about certain top¬ 
ics,” he said. 

Taylor says he has absolutely 
no regrets about running for 
political office and believes he 
made a positive difference. 

“I have no regrets, I just hope 
I have done more good than 
harm,” he said.“I am glad I did 
it, definitely.” 

One thing which Taylor 
wishes the average resident 
would understand is the impor¬ 
tance of a school board. CESD 
has a $90 million operation 
budget - bigger than any local 
municipality. 

“That is bigger than any mu¬ 
nicipal budget - Town or County 
- in this division,” Taylor said. 

Taylor says he will revert to 
his workshop where he will be 
working on building furniture 
again, and he and his wife are 
considering travelling sometime 
in the future. 

“It will be hard getting used 
to not being on the board. The 
focus of your thoughts, even 
when your not at a meeting, is 
on the board. I have often found 
myself thinking about board is¬ 
sues when I am just sitting at 
home or working in my shop,” 
he said. 

Taylor says he appreciates 
the support local constituents 
have given him over the past six 
years. 
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More families can get free 
health benefits 


More families are now eli¬ 
gible for premium-free ben¬ 
efits for their children 
through the Alberta Child 
Health Benefit (ACHB) be¬ 
cause eligibility levels have 
been increased. This helps 
the Government of Alberta 
meet an important goal of Al¬ 
berta’s income support pro¬ 
grams, to give people in need 
a handup rather than a hand¬ 
out. 

The ACHB provides chil¬ 
dren in low-income families 
with free coverage for health, 
dental and optical care, in¬ 
cluding new glasses, prescrip¬ 
tion drugs, emergency ambu¬ 
lance service and essential 
diabetic supplies. Eligibility is 
based on income and number

of children in the family. 

Increases in the qualifying 
income level mean that a one- 
child family with income up to 
$24,397 could qualify. Cover¬ 
age is also being extended to 18 
and 19 year olds who are liv¬ 
ing with their parents and go¬ 
ing to high school. 

Another change to ACHB 
eligibility gives special consid¬ 
eration for those families 
whose previous year’s income 
exceeds the qualifying level 
but who have had a significant 
change in their income and 
who are faced with high ongo¬ 
ing health costs. 

The ACHB can make a big 
difference to children in low- 
income working families. A 
survey of 500 parents whose 


children were enrolled in the 
ACHB showed that two-thirds 
obtained health services for 
their children that they other¬ 
wise would not have sought. 

A major challenge for the 
ACHB is getting the word out 
to families who may benefit. 

Results from the survey also 
show that most families who 
are enrolled heard of the ACHB 
from other parents, extended 
family or, in many cases, school 
counsellors.

Addressing consistency 


by Carla Victor 

A new rural addressing 
system for Mountain View 
County will provide system¬ 
atic and consistent address¬ 
ing throughout the county. 

Residents of Mountain 
View County will receive no¬ 
tification of their new ad¬ 
dress sometime before the 
end of this year, said Special 
Constable Jayson Nelson, 
who brought the rural ad¬ 
dressing bylaw before coun¬ 
cil to receive its final ap¬ 
proval, Sept. 22. 

As of Jan. 1, 2005, any 
new developments will have 
to erect approved rural ad¬ 
dress signage within three 
months of getting their de¬ 
velopment permit. 

Existing residents won’t 
be legally required to post 
their new addresses until 
Jan. 1, 2007. 

“Although we are grand 
fathering existing resi¬ 
dences, I see this as a pub¬ 
lic safety issue and strongly 
encourage people to get their 
address signage up as soon 
as possible,” said Nelson. 

The ultimate goal of this 
program is to increase the 
effectiveness and efficiency 
of response by emergency 
service providers when re¬ 
sponding to county residents 
in need of assistance. 

Nelson said all the new 
addresses will pinpoint ex¬ 


actly where to access a prop¬ 
erty and will work with a 
new Global Positioning Sys¬ 
tem (GPS) mapping used by 
Mountain View County. 

Using a hypothetical ad¬ 
dress, 3221 TWP RD 32.0, 
Nelson demonstrated how 
new addresses work. 

TWP RD 32.0 indicates 
this property is accessed off 
township road 32.0. The first 
two numbers (32) indicate 
this property is located west 
of RGE RD 3.2. 

The last two numbers (21) 
indicate which side, and how 
far along, that residence or 
development is located on 
that road. 

“It helps to think of this 


as a town or city address,” 
said Nelson. “In any town 
or city the first thing you 
look at is the street address, 
rural addressing is exactly 
the same.” 

In the case of a range 
road, a hypothetical address 
could be: 32016 RR 2.0. 

The first part of this ad¬ 
dress tells you this property 
is located north of TWP RD 
32.0. The last two numbers 
indicate which side, and how 
far you are located on range 
road 2.0. 

Once enforced, all address 
signs must be placed within 
two metres of the shoulder 
of a driveway or approach 
and be located within one

The sign must be affixed a mini¬ 
mum of one metre from ground 
level and no higher than 2.5 me¬ 
tres from ground level. 

Mountain View County will 


purchase and install large map 
signs for larger existing subdivi¬ 
sions and smaller address signs 
at the entrance to smaller, less 
complicated, subdivisions. Each 
resident will be responsible for the 
cost of their residence sign. 

Once the bylaw is enforced, 
anyone contravening it could be 
subject to a $50 fine.

BSE Incentive Program 



by Tamara Collins 


A new BSE incentive pro¬ 
gram is expected to help lo¬ 
cal farmers make some ex¬ 
tra money, while testing ani¬ 
mals. 

This new program called 
the 4D BSE Sample Incen¬ 
tive Program, is asking 
farmers to have their cows 
over 30 months old, tested 
for BSE. 

“We need to test 2700 
cows this year and 10,000 
next year,” said Gord Krebs, 
Krebs and Co. Vet Clinic. 


“So far the government has 
only done 1000.” 

All cows over 30 months 
of age should be tested, be¬ 
cause that is the high risk 
age group. 

“We are encouraging 
farmers to submit samples, 
and the producer will get 
$225 for the submission,” 
said Krebs. “There are no 
expenses to the producer, 
they just must keep track of 
the animal for one to three 
days, until the results come 
in.” 

The program is called 4D 


because there are four cat¬ 
egories the animal must fall 
into, sudden or found dead, 
down animals, diseased ani¬ 
mals and distressed animals. 

Farmers can phone the 
Krebs and Co. Vet Clinic to 
come and look at the animal 
once it is post mortuum, and 
they will fill out the paper 
work. 

“There are no limits 
within the category,” said 
Krebs. “My job is to fit the 
four Ds.” 

If you are worried about 
an animal testing positive, 


Krebs insists it is better we 
find it, then the Americans 
find it. 

“The purpose of this pro¬ 
gram is to find out if any 
animals have BSE,” said 
Krebs. “If we were to find 
one, that proves the system 
is working.” 

To find out if an animal is 
over 30 months, you can 
look at it’s teeth, see pic¬ 
tures above. 

“This program is a great 
thing to do if we are going 
to get things going again,” 
said Krebs. “We must do 


what we can. These animals 
must get tested if we want 
the borders to open up 
again, it is an international 
requirement.” 

This program is a Cana¬ 
dian program, supplemented 
by an Alberta program. 

There will be a Producers 
Information meeting, put on 
by Krebs and Co. on Oct. 13th, 
at 7 pm, at the Curling Rink. 
This program will be one of 
the things discussed there, if 
you have any questions you 
are welcome to attend, or call 
the Clinic.

QUESTION: Many of the struggles of the teen years are 
attributed to hormones. If that explanation is accurate, then 
what implications does it have for parents of early adoles¬ 
cents? 

DR. DOBSON: First, understanding this glandular up¬ 
heaval makes it easier to tolerate and cope with the emotional 
reverberations that are occurring. For several years, some kids 
are not entirely rational! Just as a severely menopausal 
woman may accuse her innocent and bewildered husband of 
infidelity, a hormonally depressed teenager may not inter¬ 
pret his world accurately, either. His social judgment is im¬ 
paired. 

Therefore, parents shouldn't despair when it looks like 
everything they have tried to teach their kid seems to have 
been forgotten. He is going through a metamorphosis that 
has turned everything upside down. But stick around. He'll 
get his legs under him again! 

I strongly recommend that parents of strong-willed and 
rebellious females, especially, quietly keep track of the par¬ 
ticulars of her menstrual cycle. Not only should you record 
when her period begins and ends each month, but also make 
a comment or two each day about her mood. I think you will 
see that the emotional blowups that tear the family apart are 
cyclical in nature. Premenstrual tension at that age can pro¬ 
duce a flurry of skirmishes every 28 days. If you know they 
are coming, you can retreat to the storm cellar when the wind 
begins to blow. You can also use this record to teach your girls 
about premenstrual syndrome and how to cope with it. Un¬ 
fortunately, many parents never seem to notice the regular¬ 
ity and predictability of severe conflict with their daughters. 
Again, I recommend that you watch the calendar. It will tell 
you so much about your girls. 

QUESTION: How about adolescent boys. Do they have a 
hormonal cycle too? 

DR. DOBSON: Their emotions and behavior are certainly 
driven by hormones. Everything from sexual passion to ag¬ 
gressiveness is motivated by the new chemicals that surge 
through their veins. There is, however, no cyclical fluctua¬ 
tion that parallels a menstrual calendar in girls. As a result, 
they can be more volatile and less predictable throughout 
the month than their female counterparts. 

QUESTION: It is commonly understood that peer pres¬ 
sure causes teenagers to begin smoking and using drugs. Is 
that what really motivates them to pick up dangerous hab¬ 
its? 

DR. DOBSON: That precise question was the subject of 
a recent survey. The researchers studied more than 16,000 
schoolchildren in Orange County, Calif. They found that it 
was family members, not classmates or teachers, who have 
the biggest influence on whether children used drugs, alco¬ 
hol or tobacco. If teenagers felt that their parents or siblings 
approved of smoking, they were likely to follow suit. And if 
there was one person who could convince them not to par¬ 
ticipate, it was usually a member of their own family. 

Many parents feel that this is an area that can be left to 
the schools, and they neglect to talk about it at home. But 
this study and others show that family pressure, not peer 
pressure, has the greatest effect on children. Another find¬ 
ing to come out of the investigation is that children are still 
dangerously unaware of the hazards of smoking. Obviously, 
the anti-smoking advertising campaign has not reached their 
tender ears. 

Like other messages we want our children to hear, the re¬ 
sponsibility to communicate them rests with parents. Talk 
to your sons and daughters when they are young about the 
dangers of cigarette smoking. Tell them that you don't ap¬ 
prove of the habit. Discuss the health hazards, including the 
risk of cancer and lung disease. And offer them professional 
help in quitting if they've already started. Warn them repeat¬ 
edly about drug abuse and what it can do to the body. 

Parents can make a difference in avoiding addictive 
behavior in their children if they take the time to teach them. 
Most of them can even counterbalance the peer group.

Want Didsbury Milk 

We understand negotiations are 
under way with a number of farmers in 
the vicinity of Didsbury for the sale of 
their milk to a company in Calgary. 
The price offered is 17 1/2 cents per 
gallon, milk to be delivered at Dids 
bury each evening to go south on the 
9.43 express, and the farmer to pay ex 
press charges. Contracts to hold for six 
months. Before entering in to the milk¬ 
shipping business the townspeople of 
Didsbury would like to have the farm 
ers do a little thinking. 

As milk weighs approximately ten 
pounds to the gallon it would require 
10 gallons to produce 100 pounds of milk 
which selling at 17 1/2 cents a gallon 
would yield the farmer $1.75 per hun 
dred pounds of milk. The express rate 
to Calgary is 80 cents per hundred 
pounds, consequently deducting ship 
ping charges (80 cents) from the sell 
mg price ($1.75) the farmer actually 
receives 95 cents per 100 pounds of milk.

Scott Puttick 


Bob Davidson is a familiar 
face around Didsburv from his 
work with the Ag Society and 
the Environmental Board, now 
Davidson has decided to run for 
Town Council, for a second time. 

“I would like to have a little 
more say on how the town devel¬ 
ops,” said Davidson. "This town 
has a lot of history, such as old 
trees and buildings, and I want 
to see it stay that way.” 

Davidson has been on the 
Didsbury Environmental Advi¬ 
sory Board (DEAB) for over 15 
years, and has lived in town for 
23 years. 

“There has been no major de¬ 
velopment downtown, and I was 
impressed with the re-develop¬ 
ment that did occur,” said 
Davidson. “1 do want to get a sys¬ 


tem in place to try and protect 
greenspace.” 

Davidson believes the key to 
having a strong council is work¬ 
ing together. 

“A council can become inef¬ 
fective if they do not work to¬ 
gether and cooperate, “ said 
Davidson. “If someone is there 
for the wrong reasons it can be 
very difficult for everyone. It can 
become ineffective without good 
communication.” 

Davidson has concerns about 
the fact there is very little 
greenspace in the part of town. 

“This is the area of Didsbury 
where the most children live, yet 
there is almost no greenspace for 
them to play in,” said Davidson. 
“There is one park, but it is not 
very well known. I don’t like to 


see that, it is okay if you live in a 
large house or on an acreage, but 
that is not everyone.” 

Another concern Davidson 
has, is the fact there is no 
sidewalk on 15th Ave. 

“Something is going to have 
to be done there,” said 
Davidson. "Especially when the 
new high school is there.” 

Last time Davidson ran, 
which was two terms ago, he 
went around from door to door, 
asking people what their con¬ 
cerns were. 

“They had lots of little con¬ 
cerns,” said Davidson. “Some 
people were concerned that the 
school zone has a sign were it 
begins, but there is no sign say¬ 
ing were it ends.” 

Davison believes the elected 


people must make decisions, 
and be responsible to the peo¬ 
ple of the town. 

“People of the town really 
want a pathway where they can 
walk their dogs or run on,” said 
Davidson. 

“We are getting one in Me¬ 
morial Park, and it was sup¬ 
pose to go along the creek, now 
it is going to be along the hill, 
and the council approved this. I 
don’t know why.” 

A good public speaker, is how 
Davidson describes himself. 

“I am a very social person, I 
always have lots to say,” said 
Davidson. “I can work very well 
with people who are willing to 
cooperate. It has to be a coopera¬ 
tive effort, one person can’t do it 
all.” 


This election is going to be 
Scott Puttick’s first time run¬ 
ning in any election, but Puttick 
is not new to the business world. 

“I was born in Montreal and 
then I moved to Alberta,” said 
Puttick. “I managed my first 
store when I was 20 years old, 
and I worked my way up.” 

Puttick has been with his 
current business for 25 years. 

“I have had encouragement 
from a lot of people to run,” said 
Puttick. “I have a desire to see 
Didsbury grow.” 

Puttick would like to focus on 


taxes, increasing industrial, en¬ 
couraging more commercial, and 
finding more for the youths to 

do. 

“It would be great to open a 
theatre here, or a bowling al¬ 
ley,” said Puttick. “More things 
to keep the youth out of trou¬ 
ble.” Puttick has a solid man¬ 
agement background, he used 
to work for a company, straight¬ 
ening out messes. 

“I would have to fix up stores 
that were in trouble,” said 
Puttick. 

For Didsbury, Puttick would 


like to see the quality of life 
here maintained. 

“I have been here for 3 years 
now, and we (his wife and him) 
have found it amazing,” said 
Puttick. “You walk down the 
street and even the youth say 
hello to you.” 

Puttick presently owns the 
Didsbury Dry Cleaners. “We 
moved here and liked it so much 
that my wife and I convinced 
both of our parents to move 
here,” said Puttick. 

Puttick believes the town will 
do nothing but grow from a new 


council, with so many fresh 
ideas. 

“I would like to see taxes de¬ 
crease, the debt load is outra¬ 
geous, here we have a province 
that is now debt free, yet mu¬ 
nicipalities are struggling,” said 
Puttick. 

Puttick says he knows both 
Dorothy Moore and Ray Lea, the 
two people running for mayor, 
and he feels both are very quali¬ 
fied and would make excellent 
leaders.

Ernie Ryckman 


1'his will be Ernie Ryckman’s 
first time running for Town 
Council, after much encourage¬ 
ment from his friends and fam¬ 
ily. 

Ryckman is semi-retired, 
and believes he has the time to 
do the job properly. 

“I was elected as a Trustee in 
the MD of Foothills from 1983 
to 1986,” said Ryckman. “We 
had a budget of $25 million, and 
I have also owned my own busi¬ 
ness since 1964, which is es¬ 
sentially like a cooperate 
board.” 

Ryckman believes there are 


a lot of similarities between 
Town Council and the MD of 
Foothills, and this makes him 
more than qualified. 

“I was quite uneasy when 1 
heard the current council was 
deeply divided,” said Ryckman. 
“Not much can get done if that 
is the case, important things can 
get ignored.” 

If Ryckman gets voted into 
Council, he wants to concen¬ 
trate on the heavy tax burden on 
residents. “Eighty percent of the 
taxes here are collected from 
residents," said Ryckman. “That 
is much too high. We need a 


plan in place to attract a larger 
business base.” 

Ryckman is also uneasy 
about the fact the current coun¬ 
cil has no long or short term 
plan in place. 

“I operated a business in 
Calgary for many years and Cal¬ 
gary’s plan is very good, we 
should have a similar plan in 
place here,” said Ryckman. “I 
am also uneasy about all the 
crime and vandalism here.” 

This is Rvcakman’s 14th year 
in Didsbury, and through his 
sales he has had the opportu¬ 
nity to interact with a lot of peo¬ 


ple. 

“I have good business skills 
and I listen to problems and try 
to do something about them,” 
said Ryckman. “I have a busi¬ 
ness background that could be 
helpful attracting people to 
town.” 

With the time and experi¬ 
ence, Ryckman is looking for 
something to keep him busy. 

“A new council will bring a 
lot of fresh ideas to the table,” 
said Ryckman.

Didsbury does have a choice, smoking or non?

The smoking issue is a 
big one around town 
lately, but one restaurant 
is not waiting for a smok¬ 
ing bylaw to stop smok¬ 
ers, Jack Sheridan’s res¬ 
taurant has been non¬ 
smoking for three years. 

“1 made the decision to 
make. The Didsbury Inn, 
non-smoking about three 
years ago when a couple 
approached me,” said 
Sheridan. “They said 
they loved the food here, 
but one of them was on 
oxygen and could not 
stand the smoke. He 
would have to leave in the 


middle of his meal to get 
some fresh air.” 

That was all Sheridan 
had to hear before it was 
clear to him non-smoking 
was the way he wanted 
his restaurant to be. 

“It is a much better 
atmosphere here now,” 
said Sheridan. “Lots of 
smokers still come here to 
eat, they just go outside 
to smoke.” 

At first Sheridan ad¬ 
mits he lost some busi¬ 
ness, but now business is 
better than ever. 

“I have even had 
smokers tell me they pre¬ 
fer eating in a non-smok¬ 
ing environment,” said 


Sheridan. 

"Our air filters last a lot 
longer too. It is really 
amazing how much dirt 
nicotine causes.”

August 11, 1909 
Fire at Didsbury 

About II p.m. on Friday night last 
those of our residents who had retired 
for the night were awakened by a loud 
clanging of bells and repeated cries of 
fire. A few of our young men ran down 
to the fire hall and got out the chemi 
cal engines, and ran them to the scene 
of the fire, which was northwest of 
tow’n. Upon arrival, however, it was 
found that it was only a straw pile that 
had ignited. The lads with the first en 
gine were not to be balked of their prey 
however, so promptly began playing 
upon the flames, which were quickly 
got under. 

There is a general impression that 
the alarm was given purposely to see 
how quick the engines were on the spot. 
The first alarm was given at 11 o'clock 
and the first engine was at the scene of 
the fire at 10 minutes past eleven. The 
fire was nearly half a mile from the fire 
hall. 

The alarm caused much excitement 
until it was known that no property was 
in danger of being burned. The scene 
of the fire being out of the wav of main 
roads, and night being dark, caused 
many an onlooker a tumble with the 
result of a few bruises in the morning. 


November 10. 1909 
Sudden Death 

John Docrkscn. a well known home 
stcadcr of the east country, came into 
town on Monday and after putting up 
his team went to the Alexandra hotel 
to stay for the night. While sitting in 
the reading room of the hotel he fell 
unto the floor in an epileptic fit from 
which he gradually recovered but 
shortly afterwards he was seized with 
another fit about 6.30 p.m.. and before 
medical aid could reach him he was 
dead. Dr. Wcart was called at once but 
after working over him for a consider 
able time all hopes were given up. 

Mr. Docrkscn was about 65 years of 
age and unmarried, coming to this dis¬ 
trict from Gretna Man., a few vear ago. 
Mr. Geisbrecht of Sunnyslope is an 
uncle and Mrs. J. D. Ducck. Ncapolis. 
a cousin of Mr. Docrksen's. he also 
leaves two brothers who arc living in 
Manitoba. The body was taken to 
Cretna. Man., on Tuesday night for 
burial.

Air quality in livestock buildings can affect the health of farmers 


It’s no secret that working in 
livestock buildings can lead to 
respiratory problems. Some peo¬ 
ple are unable to cope with the 
dust found in a stable, particu¬ 
larly while hay is being spread 
or new bedding is being laid 
down. 

Others experience feelings of 
chest constrictions or have 
coughing fits when they stay in 
a hog house too long. Some farm¬ 
ers are forced to refrain from tak¬ 


ing care of their livestock them¬ 
selves because of chronic bron¬ 
chitis, workplace-related asthma 
or “farmer’s lung”. Some even 
have to sell their business. 

The effects of barn dust on 
health can be divided into three 
broad categories. In the first and 
least severe category, the respi¬ 
ratory system may incur tempo¬ 
rary lesions that disappear 
when it is no longer in contact 
with the dust. In the second cat¬ 


egory, the respiratory system 
may suffer more dangerous le¬ 
sions resulting in bronchitis or 
workplace-related asthma, ac¬ 
companied by symptoms such as 
coughing, shortness of breath or 
reduced lung capacity. 

In this case, the respiratory 
system may improve once it is no 
longer exposed to this dust. In 
the third and most severe case, 
farmers can incur irreversible 
pulmonary lesions; some lung 


tissue may become permanently 
damaged and result in reduced 
lung capacity. 

To protect themselves from 
these potential health problems, 
farmers should take extra care to 
limit their contact with mouldy 
hay, silage and grain as much 
possible. 

They should also wait for hay 
and grain to be dry before stor¬ 
ing them. Spreading or pulver¬ 
izing organic acids such as pro¬ 


pionic acid on hay can prevent 
mould from developing. When 
working with hay that may be 
mouldy, farmers should always 
wear a positive pressure respira¬ 
tor or face mask that will offer 
protection against extremely 
small spores. 

Finally, to reduce the growth 
of bacteria, livestock buildings 
should be kept clean, and hay 
and grain reserves should be well 
ventilated and aerated.

City folks tend to view farm¬ 
ing as a challenging but peace¬ 
ful way of earning a living. But 
the 200,000 Canadian families 
who live on farms know better: 
farming is one of the most dan¬ 
gerous professions in this coun¬ 
try when it comes to work-re¬ 
lated injury or death. 

For more than 25 years, the 
Canada Safety Council has 
been educating farmers and 
their families on the impor¬ 
tance of following the safety 


rules of farming at all times. 

How important is following 
the rules of farm safety? The sta¬ 
tistics speak for themselves; 
More than two people die from 
farming-related deaths in 
Canada each week, far surpass¬ 
ing any other type of home- 
based business in the country. 

Between 1990 and 1996, 
nearly 700 Canadians died fol¬ 
lowing a farming-related injury. 

What’s more, 10 percent of 
work-related deaths and 30 per¬ 


cent of deaths not related to 
work involved children under 
the age of 15. In fact, children 
under this age account for 14 
percent of all farming injuries 
requiring hospitalization. 

Children are most likely to 
be injured during the summer, 
with one-third of all incidents 
taking place in the months of 
July and August. 

The main source of these ac¬ 
cidents? In 67 percent of fatal 
accidents and 62 percent of in¬ 
juries requiring hospitalization, 
farming machinery was the cul¬ 
prit. 

Sadly, most of these accidents 
and deaths could easily have 
been avoided. Being vigilant at 
all times is all it takes to avoid 
these tragedies. Practicing what 
you preach can make all the dif¬ 
ference between life and death. 

Farmers and their employees 
should always pay particular at¬ 
tention to their working meth¬ 
ods and habits to ensure their 
own safety. 

Children learn by example, 
so if you are careful, they will 
be, too. Accidents don’t just hap¬ 
pen to others.

and applying it with straw 
mulch, can significantly prevent 
soil erosion in fields. 

One particular study meas¬ 
ured the impact of potato com¬ 
post and mulch on soil loss and 
on the soil’s physical character¬ 
istics. 

The results show that the 
compost increased the soil’s hu¬ 
midity by seven percent and that 
applying the compost during dry 
periods is a beneficial agricul¬ 
tural practice. The mulch in¬ 
creased the quantity of water in 
the soil by six or seven percent. 

What’s more, this study dem¬ 
onstrated that the compost pro¬ 
tected the soil from compacting 
under the weight of farming 
machinery, which tends to result 
in erosion. 

In fact, the compost reduced 
compacting by 20 percent. It 
could also help keep the subsoil 
open. The mulch, for its part, 
reduced soil loss by nearly 50 
percent. 

It also resulted in improved 
soil structure, increased resist¬ 
ance to erosion and an enrich¬ 
ment of organic materials. 

The methods studied during 
these trials should be of interest 
to producers of organic products 
or small farms looking for culti¬ 
vating methods that will protect 
the environment while ensuring 
their financial viability. 
Composting and mulch could be 
exactly what they have been 
looking for. 


Growing potatoes can be hard 
on the land. As a result, 
composting and mulching tech¬ 
niques are currently being stud¬ 
ied to find new and improved 
ways of enriching the soil used 
for growing potatoes. 

Based on these studies, it now 
appears that creating a compost 
made of small, low-quality pota¬ 
toes unfit for commercialization.

There are a few simple rules 
to follow if you want to keep your 
poultry healthy. 

First of all, after your poultry 
have been sent to the processing 
plant, you have to remove all the 
litter, clean the building and 
equipment with a high-pressure 
sprayer and thoroughly disinfect 
them. 

You then need to lay fresh, 
clean litter-preferably preserva¬ 
tive-free wood shavings. What’s 
more, you should only keep poul¬ 
try of the same age together in 
each building, since older ani¬ 
mals can easily transmit disease 
to younger ones. 

You can also prevent intro¬ 
ducing disease into the building 
by keeping broilers away from 
other poultry, rodents and visi¬ 
tors. 

Carefully examine your poul¬ 
try every day, and immediately 
remove any that are sick or dead. 
If you believe your poultry sure 
suffering from disease, contact a 
veterinarian or pathology labo¬ 
ratory. 

There are other things you 
can do to keep your poultry in 
good health. Keep the water in 
their drinking bowl fresh and 
free of any harmful minerals or 
contaminants. When in doubt, 
have it lab tested. 

You might also consider con¬ 
sulting a poultry expert or vet¬ 
erinarian. When it comes to feed¬ 
ing, following a standard feeding 
program is a good place to start. 
However, you need to regularly 
check the feed storage tanks or 
bins. 

Since most nutrients-espe- 
cially vitamins-deteriorate over 
time, never store food for more 
than four weeks. 

Last hut not least, keep an 
eye on your ventilation system 
to ensure the proper amount of 
air exchange according to the age 
of your poultry and the current 
weather conditions.

Renovating a farm or live¬ 
stock building can be a huge 
undertaking. Sometimes 
these projects affect more 
than just the particular 
building or structure requir¬ 
ing repairs. 

For example, the work you 
do on one building could have 
serious repercussions on the 
structural integrity of the 
surrounding buildings. Re¬ 
pairing or renovating a struc¬ 
ture could also inadvertently 
alter its original parameters. 

Erecting a new building 
can have an influence on the 
weight or pressure of other 
buildings. It may also affect 
wind direction and the way in 
which snow builds up. 

Reinforcing a roof so that 
it can better withstand the 
weight of snow is a common 
renovation project. 


But when this roof is near 
another roof on a lower 
building or beside a row of 
trees to break the wind, the 
effects of this common reno¬ 
vation project can sometimes 
be less than ideal. 

In these cases, we often 
foresee the possible conse¬ 
quences on that particular 
roof, but we may overlook 
how the surrounding roofs 
may be affected. 

In extreme cases, our “im¬ 
provements” can cause an¬ 
other roof to cave in com¬ 
pletely. 

Before renovating or 
building a structure, first 
verify whether existing 
buildings will need to be 
modified in order to maintain 
their structural integrity.

“This is 
what industry asked for and 
the Alberta government re¬ 
sponded by making us part- 


bursement to complement 
rates to be provided by the 
Canadian Food Inspection 
Agency. Producers will re¬ 
ceive $150 per eligible sam¬ 
ple from the province and ab¬ 
attoirs will receive $75 per 
head to compensate for their 
additional costs. Alberta will 
pay veterinarians for the por¬ 
tion of their services not cov- 


The Alberta government 
today took a major step for¬ 
ward in assisting its strug¬ 
gling beef industry with a 
BSE go-forward six-point re¬ 
covery strategy and $230 mil¬ 
lion in new BSE funds. 

The six elements of the 
strategy include addressing 
slaughter capacity, new prod¬ 
uct development, set-aside 
programs, surveillance, the 
Canadian Agricultural In¬ 
come Stabilization (CAIS) 
Program as well as research 
initiatives. 

Funds announced today 
cover Alberta’s 40-per-cent 
share of two new national cat¬ 
tle programs as well as made- 
in-Alberta components. In 
addition, funds will help 
cover the BSE surveillance 
costs to help meet interna¬ 
tional testing targets. 

Shirley McClellan, Deputy 
Premier and Minister of Ag¬ 
riculture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment said the province 
is serious about helping its 
beef industry through tough 
times. “Our help begins to¬ 
day, with quarter **billion** 
in assistance and a go-for¬ 
ward six-point plan devel¬ 
oped with extensive industry 
consultation to ensure our 
cattle industry has a viable 
future.” 

“We appreciate the federal 
government’s commitment to 
reposition our beleaguered 
Canadian cattle industry,” 
said McClellan. “These na¬ 
tional solutions, combined 
with Alberta’s go-forward re¬ 
covery strategy, are welcome 
news for our industry.” 

Alberta will contribute its 
40-per-cent share of a na¬ 
tional program to set aside a 
percentage of the 2004 calf 
crop. Programs that fit the 
needs of other ruminants are 
also being developed. 

Alberta also will contrib¬ 
ute its 40-per-cent share of a 
national program to set aside 
market-ready cattle until 
slaughter capacity increases 
to deal with an oversupply of 
cattle. However based on in¬ 
dustry advice. Alberta will 
offer an additional program 
component called a basis com¬ 
ponent. It will ensure the 
market functions to the full¬ 
est extent possible and that 
produces are not unduly dis¬ 
advantaged if they delay mar¬ 
keting their cattle. 

McClellan said the Alberta 
government and the prov¬ 
ince’s cattle industry also are 
committed to reaching and 
surpassing BSE surveillance 
targets to help maintain 
Canada’s status as a minimal 
risk country. A BSE Surveil¬ 
lance Program will offer reim- 


ners once again in designing 
and implementing programs 
to meet our needs.” 

Meanwhile, McClellan 
said Alberta producers con¬ 
tinue to benefit from the Ca-
